They aud the prominent men who came 
to ai«I in the welcom e pronounce the re­ 
ception and entertainm ent given the 
hoys ?tartlinglv beyond their expecta­ 
tion 
The crowds were probably the 
greatest ever seen in Pittsburg. 
V isit­ 
ors and native Pittsburgers figuratively 
took the boys to their bosoms. 
The 
meetings of heroes and relatives were 
marked by m any scenes of touching 
pathos. 
Along the line of the parade 
the enthusiasm w as alm ost unparal­ 
leled. 
At 
one point near the reviewing 
stand the crowd broke through the 
police lines aud embraced the boys in 
th**ir excitem ent. 
The Tenth men looked remarkably 
healthy for their experiences in the 
tropic. 
Tnere was com paratively little dis­ 
order aud few accidents.

Who refused to sound the retreat? Who 
stood in the breach when others weak­ 
ened?

Their action was 
not asudden impulse under excitement, 
but a deliberate determination to sustain, 
at the cost of life lf need bo, the honor of 
their government and the authority of its 
flag:

Ohio . He has just spent a few weeks-in 


the Buckeye state. 
He was bo rn 
in 
eastern Ohio in 1836, went to India as 
a missio nary in 1839, and was cho sen 
missio nary bisho p o f India and Maiay- 
§ ia in 1888. 
He has written a bo o k en­ 
titled "India and Malaysia," which is 
an exhaustive study o f the peo ples and 
languages o f his immense dio cese. 
He 
has visited the Philippines a number o f 
times within the past 15 years and has 
devo ted much time to study o f the Fili­ 
pino s. « His last visit was made this 
year, just previo us to his return to 
America. 
Bisho p Tho burn is a quiet, uno btru­ 
sive man, a keen o bserver and scho lar, 
and bro ad in his religio us views. 
The 
Tho burn family is pro ud o f its lo yalty 
to the flag. 
Co lo nel .Jo seph Tho burn. 
a bro ther o f the bisho p, was killed in 
the civil war at the battle o f red'*r 
Creek while leading a divisio n includ- 
Uig many Ohio men. His clo sest neigh­ 
bo r in the battle was Co lo nel R uther­ 
fo rd B. Hayes at the head o f a divisio n 
Including 
the 
famo us 
Twenty-third 
Ohio . 
Bisho p Tho burn’s wife is fro m 
Ro ss co unty. 
Bis*ho p Tho burn is intensely inter­ 
ested in the present co ntro versy be­ 
tween the suppo rters o f the po licy o f 
President McKinley and the so -called 
anti-expansio nists. 
He has little pa­ 
tience with the 
"auntie.s." 
His eye 
kindles when he speaks o f Old (llo ry 
pro udly yet kindly flo ating at Manilla. 
He kno ws what he is talking abo ut, 
and therefo re the fo llo wing statement 
given especially to the peo ple o f his 
native state o n the eve o f his jo urney 
to the far east is o f immense value to 
all students o f present co nditio ns in 
the Philippines: 
In reply to an inquiry the bisao p 
fiiid: 
"The destructio n o f the Spanish fleet 
in the harbo r o f Manilla w'as a surp­ 
rise to the who le wo rld, and o ur wo rst 
enemies can no t accuse o ur go vernment 
o f having 
deliberately 
declared war 
figainst Spain with a view to gaining 
po ssessio n o f the Philippine islands. 
"Tho se islands were so far away and 
bad so lo ng been under the clo se re­ 
straint o f Spain that the wo rld had fo r 
many years ceased to give them any 
attentio n, and when 
Admiral Dewey 
left Ho ngko ng fo r Manilla, no do ubt he 
did so fo r the so le and sufficient reaso n 
that a po werful Spanish fleet lay there, 
and th a t the Pacific co ast o f the United 
States wo uld be expo sed to grave dan­ 
ger, so lo ng as that fleet was aflo at in 
Pacific waters. 
This fact co mpletely 
answers the questio n so o iten asked: 
"W hy did the Americans go to Manil­ 
la?” Admiral Dewey wo uld have been 
fatally negligent if he had no t do ne 
60. 
It was his duty to pro tect the 
American po rts o n the Pacific co ast, 
and the surest and mo st effective way 
o f do ing this was to capture o r destro y 
the Spanish fleet. 
This fleet ciianced 
to be lying in the Bay o f Manilla and 
this fact alo ne directed Admiral IX>w- 
ey’s co urse to that po rt. 
"W hen this explanatio n is bro ught 
fo rward, many o bjecto rs ask why the 
admiral did no t leave after acco mplish­ 
ing this purpo se. ‘Why did he no t sail 
aw ay ?’—to quo te the exact wo rds in 
which the questio n is mo st frequently 
asked. 
To this it has been replied, 
very po intedly, that he had no sails, 
and his vessels co uld no t leave by thr 
aid o f the winds, no r co uld he steam 
away, because he had no t sufncieni 
co al to carry him acro ss the Pacitie. 
If he had so ught* any friendly po rt o n 
the Chinese co ast, he w’o uld o nly hav<^- 
been permitted to remain in the har- 
fo r fo r 24 ho urs, and this time wo uhi 
no t have been sufficient fo r him to 
lay In eno ugh co al to carry his fleet to 
a Pacific po rt o f the I'nited States. If 
the Americans at an earlier day had 
taken tbe precautio n to pro vide suit­

“ It seems unreaso nable that suo h an 
unreaso nable questio n sho uld be ask­ 
ed by intelligent men, but there are 
tho se—-and they are no t few in n u m ­ 
ber—who persist in assuming that the 
United States had an o ptio n in this 
matter. 
"The Americans had go ne to war to 
remedy a grievo us state o f things in 
Cuba, which had its parallel in the 
Philippines, and they 
wo uld 
simply 
have stultified themselves befo re the 
wo rld, if. while delivering the peo ple 
o f an island in the West Indies fro m 
unspeakable tyranny and misery, they 
had at the same time left 
a 
much 
larger po pulatio n in the East Indies in 
a state o f so cial and po litical misery 
equally deplo rable with that which ex­ 
isted in the west. 
To have pursued 
such a co urse as is advo cated by o ppo ­ 
nents o f the present war w’o uld have 
been no t o nly po litically inco nsistent 
and UTiwipp to the last degree, but mo r­ 
ally wro ng fro m every po int o f view. 
The peo ple o f the Philippines had as 
much claim upo n the Americana as 
the peo ple o f Cuba had, the o nly differ­ 
ence being that o ne peo ple were near 
at hand and the o thers remo ved to the 
o ther side o f the glo be. 
"Still ano ther questio n 
is 
asked: 
‘W hy no t, after expelling the Span­ 
iards fro m the Philippines, leave the 
peo ple o f the islands alo ne in peace? 
W^hy meddle with them further? Why 
deprive them o f the liberty o f cho ice, 
which belo ngs to every 
peo ple 
o n 
earth? 
In o ther wo rds, why no t let 
them o rganize a go vernment o f their 
o wn and live under its pro tectio n?’ 
"These questio ns invo lve several im­ 
po ssibilities. 
To leave the peo ple o f 
the Philippine islands to themselves 
wo uld be to pro claim general anarchy 
fo r years 'and generatio ns to co me, 
and had such an attempt 
been made, 
the co nfusio n which wo uld have re­ 
sulted, with all o f its attendant blo o d­ 
shed and misery, wo uld have created 
such a spectacle that the who le civ­ 
ilized wo rld wo uld have execrated us. 
"A great many extrao rdinary mis­ 
takes are made by writers and speak­ 
ers when di.scussing this subject, o wing 
to the very limited kno wledge which 
the o ut.side wo rld po ssesses co ncern­ 
ing the actual .status o f the peo ple o f 
the islands. 
It .seems impo s.sible fo r 
many iiiteliigeiit perso ns to co mpre­ 
hend the fact that there are at least 
80 different iiibes o r races o f peo ple 
inhabiting the Philippines. 
The 
i.s­ 
lands as a who le have never been sub­ 
jugated by Spain. 
Her title to many 
o f the mo re so uthern islands has been 
o nly no minaJ, 
"The cla.« s o f perso ns kno wn as the 
Filipino s belo ng almo st exclusively to 
the Island o f i.uzo n. 
They are by no 
means po pular amo ng the o ther is­ 
lands, no r has Aguinaldo o r any o ther 
man ever succeeded iu winning the 
co nfidence o f the islanders generally. 
"Like all Mo hammedan Malays, the 
peo ple inhabiting the so uthern po r­ 
tio ns o f the archipelago are treacher­ 
o us, warlike 
and 
turbulent. 
In the 
mo re civilized i.-land.s inhabited by the 
Visaya rac» '. the Filipino s co n.stitute 
a very .tTJiali mino ritv and if the par­ 
ties weie icll. T.» ihE-nisPlvcK in a ah/irt 


co ncessio ns may be made after the 
questio n o f final autho rity has been 
fully settled. 
“We have an illustratio n o f this iu 
Egypt at the present day. ^The E g y p ­ 
tians are administering their go vern­ 
ment, and nearly all kinds o f pul)lic 
o fficial duty is in their hands, but 
while everything is do ne in the name 
o f the khedive, every man, wo man and 
child in the ci,r.ntry kno ws that the 
English autho rity is supreme. No o ne 
questio ns it, o r will questio n it. 
If a 
do ubt were raised in reference to this 
autho rity, co nfusio n and disco rd wo uld 
burst fo rth o n every hand. 
No settle­ 
ment o f the Philippines can be re­ 
garded as .satisfacto ry until so me su­ 
preme autho rity is reco gnized every­ 
where. 
"The o nly such autho rity that Is po s­ 
sible will be that o f the United States. 
Aguinaldo co uld never maintain such 
an autho rity, if he pro claimed it. no r 
co uld any o ther native o f the islands. 
The Spaniards can never return. No 
Euro pean go vernment wo uld achieve 
better success than o urs, if attempt­ 
ing to ho ld the islands. 
We have been 
strangely led there and must finish 
the task which has fallen to o ur lo t. 
"It is no t my pro vince to pass judg­ 
ment o n the military situatio n and 1 
certainly think it beco mes all tho uglit- 
ful Americans to be very slo w in crit­ 
icising the o peratio ns o f tho se in au­ 
tho rity at a po int so distant fro m o ur 
sho res. 
The situatio n is in many re­ 
spects unlike any o ther which has ap­ 
peared in o ur histo ry. 
The circum­ 
stances are very exceptio nal, and it 
co uld no t be tho ught strange if tho se 
In autho rity so metimes seem to make 
mistakes. 
"When I was In Manilla and had o p­ 
po rtunities fo r talking freely with in­ 
telligent o fficers o n the spo t, I fo und 
that there were differences o f o pinio n 
o n many po ints, but thui all realized 
the disadvantages under which they 
were co mpelled to labo r, gro wing o ut 
o f the strangeness 
o f 
the 
situatio 
fro m every po int o f view. 
It seems to 
me that o ur leaders are learning as 
rapidly as co uld be expected. 
"One remark which 1 have felt co n­ 
strained to make fro m the first has 
been that o ur go vernment seemed to 
me to be o verlo o king the abso lute ne- 
ce.ssity o f training native so ldiers un­ 
der American o fficers, witho ut a single 
week’s delay. I am no t aware that any­ 
thing has l>een do ne in the directio n 
yet, but it is no t pro bable that the is­ 
lands can b»- pacified witho ut the aid 
o f aimble-fo o ted natives o f the so il. 
"It will pro bably be said that such 
so ldiers co uld no t be trusted. 
All his­ 
to ry, ho wever, pro ves 
the 
co ntrary. 
F irst in India, and in later years in all 
the tro pical co untries held by England 
and France it has been fo und to so 
train native so ldiers w'ho are inured to 
the peculiarities o f the climate and 
are familiar with the co nditio ns under 
which they mu« t fight, that acting u n ­ 
der fo reign o fficers they render mo .st 
effective service. 
I feel abwjlutely co n­ 
fident that this can be do ne in the 
Philippines and it o ught 
to 
be 
at­ 
tempted witho ut any further delay. 
"In any and every ca-e there sho uld 
be no mentio n o f o ur retiring fro m the 
field. 
We did no t 
.seek this great re­ 
spo nsibility, but it was thrust upo n u--. 
To retire no w wo uld be to shiink fro m 


a manifest duty, to make a'co niessio n 
o f natio nal timidity, and to call do wn 
upo n us as a natio n the ridicule and 
co ntempi. if no t indeed the execraticn 
o f the civilized wo rld. 
"We have taken up o ur burden and 
W’e must carry it patiently and fulfill 
the task which the pro vidence o f Go d. 
as 1 verily believe, has thrust upo n us. 
A few years hence the who le situatio n 
will wear a different aspect. Peace will 
be resto red to tho se distuidud islands 
and a new career set befo re a peo ple 
who have been carrying grifvo u.s bur­ 
dens and suffering un.-peakable wro ngs 
fo r mo re than 3U0 years.”

Me coaling stations for their navy, it 
would have been possible for her fleet 
to have sought shelter elsewhere, but 
this duty had been wholly neglected. 
"We are next asked why. if they 
were obliged to remain, the Americans 
did not keep their vessels at anchor, 
without disturbing the people of Ma­ 
nilla.

“A still more extraordinary ques­ 
tion is asked, even by men who are 


time a bitter enmity would manifest ! a manifest duty, to make a*comession 
Itself even among the ’most civilized ! of national timidity, and to call down 
portions of the northern and central 
islands. 
At every hazard and every 
cost it becomes the solemn duty of the 
American people, a duty from which 
the civilized world will never absolve 
them, to put down all warlike oppo­ 
sition and give pence to the island of 
Luzon, and also provide for a good gov­ 
ernment throughout the whole archi­ 
pelago. 
' The war in which we are involved 
has been a great misfortune, but if 
could have hardly been avoided. 
After 
the event it is easy to he wise, and 
many men can point 
out 
measures 
which ought to have been taken and 
other measures which ought to have 
be« n avoided, but many things which 
look plain enough to every one now 
were not foreseen and could not have 
been foreseen. 
j 
“It was a great mistake on the part 
of the American consul at Singapore 
to bring Aguinaldo out of his retire­ 
ment aud send him up to Hongkong. 
Tt would have been wiser if he had 
been kept in mild restraint at the crit­ 


ical time when the Americans wette 
preparing to assault the city of Ma­ 
nilla. 
It was a mistake if. as alleged, 
arms were put into the hands of th** 
Filipinos liefer* they had fully d-ci r. 
ed their intentions, that is. if it is tm ■ 
that arms were actually given tin i t 
Du this question there seems to he a 
conflict of evidence. 
“Various mistakes can he pointed out 
fn connection with the plans adopted 
fur dispersing the Filipino army, hut, 
after all, it will perhaps become ap­ 
parent in the end that the war into 
which we have co strangely been led 
was a necessity. 
No settlement would 
have been permanent which did not 
sometimes called statesmen: “Why did 
involve a full and final decision of the 
the United States insist that the Phil­ 
ippine islands should he ceded to the 
American government when peace was 
made with Spain? 
Why did they not 
leave the islands in 
charge of Spain 
and let her settle her troubles as best 
she could?” 
“It seems unreasonable that such an 
unreasonable question should he ask­ 
ed by intelligent men, hut there are 
those—and they are not few in num­ 
ber—who persist in assuming that the 
United States had an option in this 
matter. 
“The Americans had gone to war to 
remedy a grievous state of things in 
Cuba, which had its parallel in the 
Philippines, and they 
would 
simply 
have stultified themselves before the 
world, if, while delivering the people 
of an island in the West Indies from 
unspeakable tyranny and misery, they 
had at the same time left 
a 
much 
larger population in the East Tndie>s in 
a state of social and political misery 
equally deplorable with that which ex­ 
isted in the west. 
To have pursued 
such a course as is advocated by oppo­ 
nents of the present war would have 
been not only politically inconsistent 
and unwise to the last degree, but mor­ 
ally wrong from every point of view. 
The people of the Philippines had as 
much claim upon the Americans as 
the people of Cuba had, the only differ­ 
ence being that one people were near 
at hand and the others removed to the 
other side of the globe. 
“Still another question 
is 
asked: 
‘Why not, after expelling the Span­ 
iards from the Philippines, leave the 
people of the islands alone in peace? 
Why meddle with them further? Why 
deprive them of the liberty of choice, 
which belongs to every 
people 
on 
earth? 
In other words, why not let 
them organize a government of their 
own and live under its protection?’ 
“These questions involve several im­ 
possibilities. 
To leave the people of 
the Philippine islands to themselves 
would be to proclaim general anarchy 
for years 'and generations to come, 
and had such an attempt been made, 
the confusion which would have re­ 
sulted, with all of its attendant blood­ 
shed and misery, would have created 
such a spectacle that the whole civ­ 
ilized world would have execrated us. 
“A great many extraordinary mis­ 
takes are made by writers and speak­ 
ers when discussing this subject, owing 
to the very limited knowledge which 
the outside world possesses concern­ 
ing the actual status of the people of 
the islands. 
It seems impossible for 
many intelligent persons to compre­ 
hend the fact that there are at least 
80 different tribes or races of people 
inhabiting the Philippines. 
The is­ 
lands as a whole have never been sub­ 
jugated by Spain. 
Her title to many 
of the more southern islands has been 
only nominal 
“The class of persons known as the 
Filipinos belong almost exclusively to 
the island of Luzon. 
They are by no 
means popular among the other is­ 
lands, nor has Aguinaldo or any other 
man ever succeeded in winning the 
confidence of the islanders genet ally. 
“Like- all Mohammedan Malays, the 
people inhabiting the southern por­ 
tions of the archipelago are treacher­ 
ous. warlike- 
aud 
turbulent. 
In the 
mort civilized Munds inhabited by the 
Visaya race. 'he Filipinos constitute 
a very small r 
vui. >. and if the par- 
ties were of: 
■ them selves in a. ahnrt 


question of ultimate authority. 
In all 
oriental lands this question should he 
regarded as supreme. 
Any number of 
concessions may he made after the 
question of final authority has been 
fully settled. 
“We have an illustration of this in 
Egypt at the present day. 
The Egyp 
tians are administering their govern­ 
ment, and nearly all kinds of public 
official duty is in their hands, hut 
while everything is done in the name 
of the khedive, every man, woman and 
child in the country knows that the 
English authority is supreme. No one 
questions it, or will question it. 
If a 
doubt were raised in reference to this 
authority, confusion and discord would 
burst forth on every hand. 
No settle­ 
ment of the Philippines can be re­ 
garded as satisfactory until some su­ 
preme authority is recognized every­ 
where. 
“The only such authority that is pos­ 
sible will be that of the United States. 
Aguinaldo could never maintain such 
an authority, if he proclaimed it. nor 
could any other native of the islands. 
The Spaniards can never return. No 
European government would achieve 
better success than ours, if attempt­ 
ing to hold the islands. 
We have been 
strangely led there and must finish 
the task which has fallen to our lot. 
“It is not my province to pass judg­ 
ment on the military situation and I 
certainly think it becomes all thought­ 
ful Americans to be very slow in crit­ 
icising the operations of those in au­ 
thority at a point so distant from our 
shores. 
The situation is in many re­ 
spects unlike any other which has ap­ 
peared in our history. 
The circum­ 
stances are very exceptional, and it 
could not be thought strange if those 
in authority sometimes seem to make 
mistakes. 
“When I was in Manilla and had op­ 
portunities for talking freely with in­ 
telligent officers on the spot, I found 
that there were differences of opinion 
on many points, but thai all realized 
the disadvantages under which they 
were compelled to labor, growing out 
of the strangeness 
of 
the 
situatio 
from every point of view. 
It seems to 
me that our leaders are learning as 
rapidly as could be expected. 
“One remark which I have felt con­ 
strained to make from the first ha3 
been that our government seemed to 
me to he overlooking the absolute ne­ 
cessity of training native soldiers un­ 
der American officers, without a single 
week's delay. I am not aware that any­ 
thing has been done iii the direction 
yet, hut it is not probable that the is­ 
lands can be pacified without the aid 
of ai mb Ie-footed natives of the soil. 
“It will probably he said that such 
soldiers could not he trusted. 
All his­ 
tory, however, proves 
the 
contrary. 
First in India, and in later years in ail 
the tropical countries held by England 
and France it. has been found to so 
train native soldiers who are inured to 
the peculiarities of the climate and 
are familiar with the conditions under 
which they mud fight, that acting un­ 
der foreign officers they render most 
effective service. 
I feel absolutely con­ 
fident that this can he done in the 
Philippines and it ought 
to 
be 
at­ 
tempted without any further delay. 
“In any and every ca-e there should 
be no mention of our retiring from the 
field. 
We did not seek this great re­ 
sponsibility, hut it was thrust upon u-. 
To retire now would be to ski ink from 


upon us as a nation the ridicule and 
contempt, if not indeed the execration 
of the civilized world. 
“We have taken up our burden and 
we must carry it patiently and fulfill 
the task which the providence of God. 
as I verily believe, has thrust upon us. 
A few years heme the whole situation 
will wear a different aspect. Peace will 
be restored to those disturbed islands 
and a new career set he fore a people 
who have been carrying grievous bur­ 
dens and stiff* ring unspeakable wrongs 
for more than 300 years.”

Many of us had felt that the insurgents 
batt U vn encouraged in their rebellion by 
the notice which was spread am ong them 
that m any Am ericans were in sym pathy 
with them, aud it meant more to the sol 
dicrs than probably even the president 
him self anticipated, when they were in 
formed through their chief that every 
favor which could he exacted by a groat 
country w ould Ii** used In their tienalf.

The uitlauders, who have created the 
wealth of the republic, are paying DO 
per cent of the taxes and are practical­ 
ly without representation. 
‘T h e nit landers hope for reforms 
through the franchise. 
Last presiden­ 
tial election, in the Witswater Hand, in 
which the census shows a white popu­ 
lation of about HI,OOO, the returns 
showed but 1,303 votes cast. 
“ In regard to dynamite, it has been 
the policy of the government to grant 
an exclusive franchise to a Holland 
and German syndicate to make dyna­ 
mite, the importation beiug illegal. 
They demand for it 75 shillings a case. 
Au American firm offered to lay it 
down in the Transvaal In unlimited 
(pin ut it lea at 45 shillings a case of 50 
pound*. 
The mining industry uses 
about 400.000 cases annually. 
That 
means a loss of $3,000,000 to the min­ 
ers. 
The profit is too low to w arrant 
working many low grade ore mines. 
“The Netherlands Railway company 
holds the exclusive right to build aud 
construct railways and also to fix its 
owu rates. 
It charges from 8 to 15 
cents lier mile i>er ton for freight. Most 
of the mining machinery is brought 
from Chicago. 
The haul from Y’er- 
nigniug to Johannesburg, a distance of 
almut 30 or 40 miles, is more expensive 
than the freight rates from Chicago to 
New York, about 900 miles. 
‘T h ere are about 88,000 blacks there. 
They walk from 500 to 800 miles to 
reach the mines. 
They are forced to 
purchase a kind of badge or ‘dog col­ 
lar’ and wear it, in addition to paying 
the government 50 cents a month, lf 
they lose the dog collar or fail to pay 
the monthly tax, they are usually given 
15 lashes and imprisoned a couple of 
months. 
The last) is called a ’sjam ­ 
bok,’ 
pronounced 
‘shambuek,’ 
and 
there is uo mule whip made half so 
severe. 
“The goldfields of the Trausvaal are 
not 
found in rich 
deposits, as is 
thought, but their value lies in the 
great quantity of low grade, free mill­ 
ing ore. with an average of $10.40 per 
ton. The cost of production is about $5 
per toil. 
Capital is at present wary, 
but if England succeeds in getting the 
reforms, the big rushes to the gold- 
fields of California in IMO aud to Colo­ 
rado later would be nothing in com­ 
parison. So sure are the present mines 
in their output that in England those 
who have control of trust money aud 
estates are investing in them. 
“ Although tile Boers do not antici­ 
pate war. yet while on my way home 
I spent several weeks in England, aud 
from what I could learn there, active 
preparations are being made for war 
with the Transvaal. 
It is the universal 
opinion of those best posted, aud those 
having at heart the best wishes for the 
ultimate success of the Transvaal as a 
republic, that nothing short of a war 
with England will remedy the situa­ 
tion.”

GERMAN VIEW OF OUR NAVY. 


K a r a t ( o m t r n c t n r X** ndpck P r a i s e s

Naval < instructor George Netideck 
of the imperial German navy was a 
passenger on the outgoing steam er P a­ 
tricia, returning to his uative country 
a f t e r serving two years and a half 
with the German squadron In the ex­ 
treme east. 
In an interview with a 
New York Sun reporter just before his 
departure he praised In flattering term s 
the shills of the American navy aud 
the men who have built them. 
“ As a result of my visits to all your 
great shipyards,” he said, “I eau say 
that the new ships now building for 
the navy are among the finest 
in 
the world, if they are not superior to 
all others, as I am sometimes inclined 
to think.

stands ahead of all is Admiral Dewey, 
whom I confider out* of the greatest 
captains who ever commanded a fleet.

of which can be affected in the lca-t 
degree by the tariff. 
But it is true that the tariff Is the 
mother of prosperity. 
It was said by

New York, Aug. 26.—(Special Cor­ 
respondence.)—Bishop J. M. Thoburn 
of the Methodist church, one of the 
leading evangelical missionaries of the 
world, is spending a few days in New 
York before leaving for his diocese in 
the Orient. At long intervals the bish­ 
op makes a visit to his old home in 
Ohio. He has just spent a few weeks-in 
the Buckeye state. 
He was born in 
eastern Ohio in 1836, went to India as 
a missionary in 1859, and was chosen 
missionary bishop of India and Malay­ 
sia in 1888. He has written a book en­ 
titled "India and Malaysia,” which is 
an exhaustive study of the peoples and 
languages of his immense diocese. 
He 
bas visited the Philippines a number of 
times within the past 15 years and has 
devoted much time to study of the Fili­ 
pinos. 'His last visit was made this 
year. just previous to his return to 
America. 
Bishop Thoburn is a quiet, unobtru­ 
sive man, a keen observer and scholar, 
and broad in his religious views. 
The 
Thoburn family is proud of its loyalty 
to the flag. 
Colonel Joseph Thoburn, 
a brother of the bishop, was killed in 
the civil war at the battle of Cedar 
Creek while leading a division includ- 
Uig many Ohio men. His closest neigh­ 
bor in the battle was Colonel Ruther­ 
ford B. Hayes at the head of a division 
including 
the 
famous 
Twenty-third 
Ohio. 
Bishop Thoburn’s wife is from 
Ross county. 
Bishop Thoburn is intensely inter­ 
ested in the present controversy be­ 
tween the supporters of the policy of 
President McKinley and the so-called 
anti-expansionists. 
He has little pa­ 
tience with the "aunties." 
His eye 
kindles when he speaks of Old d o r y 
proudly yet kindly floating at Manilla. 
He knows what he is talking about, 
and therefore the following statement 
given especially to the people of his 
native state on the eve of his journey 
to the far east is of immense value to 
all students of pretest conditions in 
the Philippines: 
In reply to an inquiry the bishop 
■aid: 
“The destruction of the Spanish fleet 
in the harbor of Manilla was a surp­ 
rise to the whole world, and our worst 
enemies can not accuse our government 
of having 
deliberately 
declared war 
against Spain with a view to gaining 
possession of the Philippine islands. 
"Those islands were so far away and 
bad so long been under the close re­ 
straint of Spain that the world had for 
many years ceased to give them any 
attention, and when 
Admiral Dewey 
left Hongkong for Manilla, no doubt he 
did so for the sole and sufficient reason 
that a powerful Spanish fleet lay there, 
and that the Pacific coast of the United 
States would be exposed to grave dan­ 
ger, so long as that fleet was afloat in 
Pacific waters. 
This fact completely 
answers the question so ellen asked: 
"Why did the Americans go to Manil­ 
la?” Admiral Dewey would have been 
fatally negligent if he had not done 
so. 
It was his duty to protect the 
American ports on the Pacific coast, 
and the surest and most effective way 
of doing this was to capture or destroy 
the Spanish fleet. 
This fleet chanced 
to be lying in the Bay of Manilla and 
this fact alone directed Admiral Dew­ 
ey’s course to that port, 
"When this explanation is brought 
forward, many objector's ask why the 
admiral did not leave after accomplish­ 
ing this purpose. ‘Why did he not sail 
away?’—to quote the exact words in 
which the question is most frequently 
asked. 
To this it has been replied, 
very pointedly, that he had no sails, 
and his Teasels could not leave by the 
aid of the winds, nor could he steam 
away, because he had not sufficient 
coal to carry him across the Pacific 
If he had e-ought* any friendly port on 
the Chinese coast, he would only have 
been permitted to remain in the har- 
for for 24 hours, and this time would 
not have been sufficient for him to 
lay in enough coal to carry his fleet ti 
a Pacific port of the United States, lf 
the Americans at an earlier day had 
taken the precaution to provide s u a ­ 


ble coaling stations for their navy, it 
would hare been possible for her fleet 
to have sought shelter elsewhere, but 
this duty had been wholly neglected. 
"We are next asked why. if they 
were obliged to remain, the Americans 
did not keep th* ir vessels at anchor, 
without disturbing the people of Ma­ 
nilla. 
"A child ought to know that this 
question is simply foolish. Some 20,000 
Spanish soldiers were present on the 
shore and war had been declared be­ 
tween the American and Spanish oa­ 
th us. No fleet can lie quietly at peace 
wiin suck an armed torce witum can­ 
non range of them, and ignore a war 
which was going on between the two 
countries represented by the fleet, in 
the harbor and the soldiers on shore. 
It ought to be clear to the understand­ 
ing of any child that hostile proceed­ 
ings were inevitable under the circum­ 
stances. 
If Admiral Dewey had been 
supported by land forces he would un­ 
doubtedly have thought it his duty to 
capture the city of Manilla the day af­ 
ter destroying the fleet, and the whole 
world would have condemned him if 
he had failed to do so. 
"It thus becomes clearly evident that 
the embarrassing situation in which 
the Americans found themselves placed 
at Manilla was inevitable 
from 
the 
very hour that 
war 
was 
declared 
against Spain. 
They could not have 
done less than they did do. and it 
Is morally certain that if they had pur­ 
sued the extraordinary course which 
their critics now advocate, and re­ 
frained from any hostile proceedings, 
the very men who now find fault with 
them would probably have been the 
first to censure them for their inac­ 
tivity. 
"A still more extraordinary ques­ 
tion is asked, even by men who are 
sometimes called statesmen: "Why did 
the United States insist that the Phil­ 
ippine Islands should be ceded to the 
American government when peace was 
made with Spain? 
Why did they not 
leave the islands in 
charge of Spain 
and let her settle her troubles as best 
she could?” 
"It seems unreasonable that snob an 
unreasonable question should be ask­ 
ed by intelligent men, but there are 
those—and they are not few in num- 
ber—who persist in assuming that the 
United States had an option in this 
matter. 
“The Americans had gone to war to 
remedy a grievous state of things in 
Cuba, which had its parallel In the 
Philippines, and they 
would 
simply 
have stultified themselves before the 
world, if, while delivering the pimple 
of an island in the West Indies from 
unspeakable tyranny and misery, they 
had at the same time left 
a 
much 
larger population in the East Indies in 
a state of social and political misery 
equally deplorable with that which ex­ 
isted in the west. 
To have pursued 
such a course as is advocated by oppo­ 
nents of the present war would have 
been not only politically inconsistent 
and unwise to the last degree, but mor­ 
ally wrong from every point of view. 
The people of the Philippines had as 
much claim upon the Americans as 
the people of Cuba had. the only differ­ 
ence being that one people were near 
at hand and the others removed to the 
other side of the globe. 
"Still another question 
is 
asked: 
‘Why not, after expelling the Span­ 
iards from the Philippines, leave the 
p e o p le of the islands alone in peace? 
Why meddle with them further? Why 
deprive them of the liberty of choice, 
which belongs to every 
people 
on 
earth? 
In other words, why not let 
them organize a government of their 
own and live under its protection?’ 
"These question* involve several im­ 
possibilities. 
To leave the people of 
the Philippine islands to themselves 
would be to proclaim general anarchy 
for years 'and generations to come, 
and had such an attempt been made, 
the confusion which would have re­ 
sulted. with all of its attendant blood­ 
shed and misery, would have created 
such a spectacle that the whole civ­ 
ilized world would have execrated us. 
"A great many extraordinary mis­ 
takes are made by writers and speak­ 
ers when discussing this subject, owing 
to the very limited knowledge which 
the outside world possesses concern­ 
ing the actual status of the people of 
the islands. 
It seems impossible for 
many intelligent persons to compre­ 
hend the fact that there are at least 
80 different tribes or races of p**oplt 
inhabiting the Philippines, 
The is­ 
lands an a whole have never been sub­ 
jugated by Spain. 
Her title to many 
of the mote southern islands bas been 
only nominal 
"The class of persons known as the i 
Filipiriob belong almost exclusively to J 
the Island of Luzon. 
They are by no j 
means popular among the other is­ 
lands, nor has Aguinaldo or any other 
man ever succeeded in winning the 
confidence of the islanders generally, 
"U k e all Mohammedan Malays, the 
people inhabiting the southern por- 
^jQQg of the archipelago are treacher­ 
ous, w a r lik e 
md 
turbulent 
In the 
more civilized i lands inhabited by the 
Visa va race, the Filipinos constitute 
a very small m inority, and if the par­ 
ties were .-it to fbMnselvM in a «b«rt 


time a bitter enmity would manifest 
itself even among the 'most civilized 
portions of the northern and central 
islands. 
At every hazard and every 
cost it becomes the solemn duty of the 
American people, a duty from which 
the civilized world will never absolve 
them, to put down all warlike oppo­ 
sition and give peace to the island of 
Luzon, and also provide for a good gov­ 
ernment throughout the whole archi­ 
pelago. 
"The war in which we are involved 
has been a great misfortune, but it 
could have hardly been avoided. Aft* r 
the event it is easy to be wise, and 
many men can point 
out 
measures 
which ought to have been taken and 
other m°asures which ought to have 
been avoided, but many things which 
look plain enough to every one now 
were not foreseen and could not have 
been foreseen. 
"It wras a great mistake on the part 
of the American consul at Singapore 
to bring Aguinaldo out of his retire­ 
ment and send him up to Hongkong. 
Tt would have been wiser if he had 
been kept in mild restraint at the crit­ 


ical time whew the Americans were 
preparing to assault the city of Ma­ 
nilla. 
It was a mistake if. as alleged, 
arms were put into the hands of t " 
Filipinos before they had fully deel u 
ed their intentions, that is. if it is tim 
that arms were actually given th< rn 
On this question there sc* ms to be a 
conflict of evidence. 
"Various mistakes can be pointed out 
fn connection with the plans adopted 
for dispersing the Filipino army, but, 
after all, it will perhaps become ap­ 
parent in the end that the war into 
which we have *-,» strangely been led 
was a necessity. 
No settlement would 
have been pitman* ut which did not 
involve a full and final decision of the 
question of ultimate authority. 
In all 
oriental lands this question should be 
regarded as supreme. 
Any number of 
concessions may be made after the 
question of final authority has been 
fully settled. 
"We have an illustration of this in 
Egypt at the present day. 
The Egyp 
tians are administering their govern­ 
ment, and nearly all kinds of public 
official duty is in their hands, but 
while everything is done In the name 
of the khedive, every man, woman and 
child in the country knows that the 
English authority is supreme. No one 
questions it. or will question it. 
lf a 
doubt were raised in reference to this 
authority, confusion and discord would 
burst forth on every hand. 
No settle­ 
ment of the Philippines can be re­ 
garded as satisfactory until some su­ 
preme authority is recognized every­ 
where. 
"The only such authority that Is pos­ 
sible will be that of the United States. 
Aguinaldo could never maintain such 
an authority, if he proclaimed it. nor 
could any other native of the islands. 
The Spaniards can never return. No 
European government would achieve 
better success than ours, if attempt­ 
ing to hold the islands. 
We have been 
strangely led there and must finish 
the task which has fallen to our lot. 
"It is not ray province to pass judg­ 
ment on the military situation and I 
certainly think it becomes all thought­ 
ful Americans to be very slow in crit­ 
icising the operations of those in au­ 
thority at a point so distant from our 
shores. 
The situation is in many re­ 
spects unlike any other which has ap­ 
peared in our history. 
The circum­ 
stances are very exceptional, and it 
could not be thought strange if those 
in authority sometimes seem to make 
mistakes. 
"When I was in Manilla and had op­ 
portunities for talking freely with in­ 
telligent officers on the «pot, I found 
that there were differences of opinion 
on many points, but thai all realized 
the disadvantages under w hic ti they 
were compelled to labor, growing out 
of the strangeness 
of 
the 
sltuatio 
from every point of view. 
It seems to 
me that our leaders are learning as 
rapidly as could be expected. 
"One remark which I have felt con­ 
strained to make from the first haa 
been that our government seemed to 
me to be overlooking the absolute ne­ 
cessity of training native soldiers un­ 
der American officers, without a single 
week’s delay. I am not aware that any­ 
thing has been done In the direction 
yet, but it is not p robable thai the is­ 
lands can b«j pacified without the aid 
of nimble-footed natives of the soil. 
"It will probably be said that such 
soldiers could not be trusted. 
All his­ 
tory, however, proves 
the 
contrary. 
First in India, and in later years in ail 
the tropical countries held by England 
and France it has been found to so 
train native soldiers who are inured to 
the peculiarities of the climate *and 
are familiar with the conditions under 
which they rau*t fight, that acting un­ 
der foreign officers they render most 
effeetive service. I feel absolutely con­ 
fident that this can be don© in the 
Philippines and it ought 
to 
be 
at­ 
tempted without any further delay. 
"In any and every ca-e there should 
be no mention of our retiring from the 
field. 
We did not seek this great re 
Bponsibility. but it was thrust upon p.-. 
To retire now would lx to tin ink from 


a manifest duty, to make a 'confession 
of national timidity, and to call down 
upon us as a nation the ridicule and 
contempt, if not indeed the execration 
of the civilized world. 
"We have taken up our burden and 
we must carry it patiently and fulfill 
the task which the providence of God. 
as I verily believe, bas thrust upon us. 
A few years hence the whole situation 
will wear a different aspect. Peace will 
be restored to those disturbed islands 
and a new career set be fore a people 
who have been carrying grievous bur­ 
dens and suffering unspeakable wrongs 
for more than 3U0 years.”
